Arp’s Comment on Appleton’s 
Cyclopedia of Biography. 


A Dispatch That General Forrest Wrote 
From Fert Villow—What He Would 
do if He was Surrounded, 


I have been perusing Appleton’s New Cyclo- 
pedia of American Biography—a great work in 
six large volumes, and containing fifteen 
thousand names of the most notable Ameri- 
cans, and those foreigners who became identi- 
fied with our country. There is a world of 
comfort and pleasure in reading and pondering 
the history of great men. It is better than 
romonce. It is example and encouragement. 
Of course the biography of most of these men 
and women is very bricf, but concerning all it 
is valuable as a book of reference. Where and 
when was he born, and whatdid he do and 
when did he die? How often are these ques- 
tions asked in the household, and how often do 
they remain unanswered ? 

The most gratifying feature of this new 
work is the prominence’ given to the 
southern people. The time seems to have ar- 
rived when these liberal northern publishers 
say tothe south: ‘‘We are one people; your 
record is as good as ours and shall have an 
equal place.’’ Our governors, senators, jurisis, 
authors, inventors, soldiers and preachers of 
reriown are in this work. Especial attention 
has been given to the statesmen and generals 
who figured prominently in the late war, and 
these biogruphics have been written by south- 
ern men, and seem to have been written in a 
calm, conservative, unprejndiced spirit. Jef- 
ferson Davis should have had a steel engrav- 
ing like General Lee, but we will let that pass 
until after he dies, and then maybe his ene- 
mies will be reconciled. Thanks to the good 
Lord tor letting him outlive most of them! 

Sonie of these biographies are as amusing as 
they are instructive. 

Thomas Jordan writes the history of Gencral 
Forrest, and says that when Fort Pillow was 
taken Forrest wrote a hurried dispatch which 
is still preserved and reads and spells as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘We busted the fort at ninerclok and scaterd 
the niggers. The men is still a cillanem in 
the woods. Them as was cotch with spoons 
and brestpins and sich wascilld and the rest 
was payrold and told to git.” 

But it takes less spelling to do fighting than 
anything else. Notlong ago one of General 
Forrest’s officers told me that a big, long rough 
fellow came down from the mountains with a 
lotof men and asked to join the command.

‘This colt was a brother of Terra Cotta who

[I saw a yearling colt, 
Susie 1). (a Hambletonian) that trotted in 
2% and I saw $10,000 refused forher. I 


saw five yearling colts put into the ring and 


each made a mile under three minutes, the 
shortest being 2:51. You know in Flora Tem- 
pie’s day it was thought no horse would ever 
get under 2:40, Here were five yearlings that 
averaze’ 2:45, I saw Susie S. who has trotted 
in 2:17 and who her admirers think will go 
down to 2:10, and I know that $25,000 was re- 
fused for her.”’ | 


“Things run to horse up there ?”’ 
“Everything. Men, women and children will 
knock you off the pedigree of any colt they 
see, as if they were telling the multiplication 
table. Itis an immense business. Mr. Withi- 
ers has sold £45,000 worth of colts and mares 
from his farm this season already, and last 
year sold £65,000 worth. We went out to Mr. 
Gill’s place and saw Mrs. Gill, who manages 
the stock. She is said to be the most brilliant 
woman in Kentucky. She offered to show us 
her tine horses. We wok casy chairs under an 
dimmense Sugar tree, and with a five-acre lawn 
of blue grass stretching out in front of us, the 
parade began. The first horse shown us was 
Ultimus, a superb stallion and the last son of 
Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, the king sire of trot- 
ters. He is a beauty, and is bred at $500 a 
mare. After he was retired, came his harem, 
the most beantiful brood mares, combining al) 
the reyal bloods. After them came the colts, 
as litiie and pretty as fawns, and commanding 
in the market from $3,000 o $5,000 each. 
‘The horse farms are cast ona great scale!’’ 
“Why at Maj. MceDowell’s farm I examined 
hisstable. [tis a vast structure with the stalls in 
the conter and a race track around the edges. 
This track is an eighth of a mile and is all un- 


der roof,so that it can be heated in the winter, 
and the temperature kept right as the young- 
stors arc cxercised. Mr. Tracy told me that his 
stock Lad consumed 10,000 bushels of vats this

$5,000 offered for the handsomest and speediest 
five colts shown from one stallion. They were 
beauties, and will also race against five colts 
from one of the famous California stallions for 
a purse of $10,000, the average speed made by 
each batch of colts to govern.”’ 

“What is a typical home in the blue grass?”’ 

“T spent the night with Mr. Price, and his 
home is a typical one, I judge. <A three-story 
brick house, roomy and with wide halls and 
portico, set in the midst of about ten acres of 
blue grass, trees and shrubbery. As we enter 
tle gate a gray mare, that is petted as a dog or 
cat, comes up, gets an apple from 
Mrs Price’s hand, and strolls 
after us to the house. It is explained that 
acoliof this mare is now being trained and 
has made a mile in 2.30. About five hundred 
acres of land make up the farm—of which 
about three hundred is in grass and meadow— 
the remainder in corn, wheat and tobacco. 
The meadows are given up to horses first— 
then to cattle and to sheep. The brood mares 
are selected with great care and new blood 
constantly introduced from the stud. The 
colts are broken at six months and make a 
trotting record as yearlings. They are usually 
sold assuch but if one shows Unusually fine 


movement he is kept and developed. Colts 
bring from $200 to $500—~—although standard 
Colts—which means those whose parents 
have trotted in 2:30 or  less—range 
much higher. The favorite cattle are the red 


Durhams. They are raised almost exclusively 


for beef, and a calf at one year, after grazing. 


on bluc grass, will weigh from 700 to 1,200 
pounds and sells at 4 cents a pound. On most 
farms there are a few Jerseys kept for private 
use. Their milk is richer and their butter 
fner than that of the larger breeds, but I saw 
hone bred for market. The favorite 
Bheep are Oxford Downs and _ South 
Downs. The Cottswold grows too large on 
these beautiful lands and gets coarse. The 
blue grass isa perennialcrop. I saw a field 
that had been planted in corn for fifteen years, 

nd was then turned out and sold as new land. 

he purchaser simply let it alone, and in five 


_ Years it was green with the richest of blue 


grass. Under the soil there are constantly de- 
Composing stratas of limestone, from which 
the grass springs as rain from the clouds. The 
trees are beautiful. In our thinner soil a tree 
fends out roots all over the neighborhood 
seeking for moisture and food. The 
blue grass trees have none of these sprad- 
dling roots They shoot straight down 
into the rich soil and stand like posts driven 
in. The plan and the machinery of the blue 
atoms farm is simple. It is simply water, grass, 

nd stock—with enough corn, wheat and oats 
torun the family and the stables. It is the 
house, the barns, the stables and on preten- 
tious farms the race track. Tobacco is grown 
Of best quality, but it is the horse mainly on 
Which the blue grass farmer relies. Lexing- 
ton and its vicinity is the center for thorough- 
breds and attracts buyers from all over the 


> World.” 


“Is not corn raised largely for distilling ®”’ 

“Prohibition is rapidly stopping that. I saw 
at leasi three enormous distilleries (that must 
have cost $100,000 each) idle and dismantled. 
I was in five Kentucky counties; in three of 
them prohibition had been adopted and was 
Kiving the greatest satisfaction. I was at the 
fair at Lexington and saw 20,000 people there 
and I saw only one drunken man.” 
gy blue grass farmer lives well, doesn't 
1e ole 

“I should say so. A lamb chop down here 
has a tender loin about the size of a nickel. 
Up there it is as broad as your hand and cov- 
ered with fat. Aspring lamb will weigh a 


| 


undred pounds in Sepjémber. The steak 


just melts in your mouth. The hams are 
delicious, and such butter, milk and poultry I 
never saw. i was struck with the number of 
handsome men and women I saw, and I believe 
their beauty comes from the nutritious and 
abundant food. You can eat a steak as wide as 
your two hands up there, and never feel it, 
while two inches of our tough steak will 
Worry you all day.”’ 

“Another great thing in Kentucky is her 
splendid roads. They are better than our 
streets. Captain T. A. Elkin, to whom and 
his wife I am indebted for continued courtesy, 
drove us three in a buggy over thirteen miles 
of turnpike in an hour and a half with a three 
year old thoroughbred. It was as smooth asa 
fioor, mile after mile.”’ 

“The lands are very high, are they not?” 

“Yes. It is not a good country for a poor 
man. He cannot buy land at $100 or $200 an 
acre, and consequently he has to go to grooming 
horses or washing buggies, But for a man 
who has a moderate fortune and wants to live 
& tranquil and happy life, it is the best place 
on earth. Let him look out of his window 
when or where he will, and he looks on a pic- 
ture the like of which was never puton canvas. 
He has at once as his pleasure and his profit 
the breeding of the finest animals in the 
world, in pastures that God keeps green and 
waters with streams as clear and sparkling as 
the dew.”’ 

“And what advice did you bring back to 
Georgia?”’’ 

“That bermuda grass ts the Georgian’s blue 
grass. I know that berinnda has been despised 
in Georgia and considered a public enemy. 
But it will prove the salvation and enrich- 
ment of our old red hills. It is as nutritious 
as blue grass, and in the bottoms will grow as 
rankly. On the hillsides it would be splendid 
pasturage and would stop the washing. You 
cannot measure the benefits to Georgia if we 
had a thousand hills and a thousand bottoms 
put downin bermudaand filled with colts, 
cattle and sheep. Forone,I am going to try 
it. My visit to Kentucky taught me the profit 
of grass and. stock-raising. When we 
make our unsightly hills and gnillies green 
with bermuda’, and fill them with stock, we 
will fud that we can run our cotton and corn 
fields even cheaper than before, aud that 
every colt we raiso,every sheep and every 
beef is clear gain, besides having beautified 
whatwas before rough and unsightly. Let 
Bermuda and cojts be sounded the watchcry 


| of every Georgia farmer for the next ten years 


and you will see this old state bloom and blos- 
som as the rose!’

Trains as They Cross. - 
Things Not Printed in Books—How the 


Soldiers Scorched Their 
Clothing. 


For The Constitution. 

“There is mighty few folks who think about 
how hard it was for soldiers to keep clothes 
durin’ o’ the war,’’ said Plunkett, as he fixed 
himself to begin his story. 

‘'There was never a knapsack in Lee’s army 
after the seven days’ fight erround Richmond,” 
continued the old man. “Soldiers found out 
mighty quick that it wouldn’t do to try to 
carry @ load, an’ they soon learned that to roll 
@ shirt up in their blankets an’ swing it over 
their necks was all that they could make the 
long marches with, an’ so the knapsack went 
out o’ use, an’ in consequence soldiers found 
it mighty hard to get a change often, and more 
especially when they went over into Marylan’ 
an’ Pennsylyany.” 

“I knowed men to wear one shirt eight 
weeks,’ spoke up Brown, ‘‘an’ I’ve knowed 
‘em to go eight weeks without any shirt at 
all, an’ it’sno wonder they all had ‘graybacks’ 
and the itch.’’ : 

“If you hear a fellow say that he went 
through the war without gettin’ ‘‘graybacks’’ 
an’ without havin’ the itch,’’ resumed Plunk- 
ett, ‘you may put him down for a liar, or not 
much o’ a soldier. These sort o’ things is what 
you don’t learn by readin’ books an’ lookin’ at 
picters, an’ that’s what makes me say that you 
can’t learn nothin’ about war till you get 
into it.

“This fellow, when they siarted down, got a 
rail an’ run it through the hind wheels, ’s was 
required by the regulations; but he wasn’t no 
ways partic’lar about gittin’ one that was 
strong an’ sound, for he said ‘I can hold my 
wagon without a scotch.’ 

“‘The teams moved off, an’ down they went, 
the two hind wheels 0’ each wagon slidin’ an’ 
the wheelers leanin’ back. The big fellow was 
whistlin’ an’ now an’ then crackin’ his whip, 
where he could sit on his mule an’ look down 
hun’reds o’ feet, when a stumble o’ his saddle 
mule or a variation o’ a foot ’d have throwed 
him to the bottom mashed into a jelly. 

‘There was a quick turn an’ a close drive 
just in front o’ him, an’ I seed him grasp the 
iine that worked on the leader with a tight 
grip an’ catch the rein o’ his off-wheel mule 
and speak up kind o’ gruff to his little red 
leaders, that made ’em throw up their heads 
an’ tighten their traces. | 

‘‘The critical time came to make the turn, 
an’ he spoke out with a loud voice 's he jerked 
his line for a gee pull. 

** *Look at you, Mike!’ 

**These were the last words that fellow ever 
spoke. The rail that scotched the wheels 
broke, the wagon rushed upon the wheelers, 
they throwed temselves back with all their 
might, but it was no use.

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SUCH IS LIFE: 


The Miserable End of a Vagabond Nephew 
of Charles Dickens; . 

The Les Angeles correspondent to the San 
Francisco Examiner recently wrote: On Sep- 
tember 26, 1860, Charles Dickens, on the re- 
ceipt of the news of his brother Frederick’s 
death, exclaimed: ‘lt was a wasted life, but, 
God forbid that one should be hard upon it or 
upon anything in this world that is not delib- 
erately and coldly wrong.’’ This cry of broth- 
erly blood is singular &pplicable also in the 
case of Arther W. Dickens, who, there is 
every reason to believe, is that brother’s 
nephew. 

When Charles Dickens, Jr., was in New 
York he was asked if he had relatives in Amer- 
ica and with some reluctance answered that 
there was one, a cousin, who was leading a 
vagabond’s life somewhere in the west. The 
mystery enshrouding Arthur W. Dickens’s 
life is lifted sufficiently to connect him step by 
step with this bohemian relative of the great 
novelist, and when he drove a bullet through his 
brain this morning in a second-rate lodging 
house without mentioning his English connec 
tions, he only deepened the secret of his past. 

Arthur Dickens came here a year ago from 
Denver, Col. and up to the time of his death 
found employment as a billiard maker and was 
generally accounted a proficient at the game. 
He was a man who made but few friends and, 
in fact, the only one he had much to do with 
was his rooin mate, Ernest Lewis, formerly a 
bartender at the Q. P. saloon on Main street. 
The two men returned from a six weeks’ so- 
journ in the mountains a week : 

Dickens several times assured his friends 
that he was tired of life and would soon put 
an end toit. Lewis thought nothing of it un- 
til it was forcibly recalled to him when on en- 
tering his room this morning he found the 
dead y streched out on the bed, with an 
ugly bullet wound in his right temple, from 
which blood had run to the floor, where it 
formed a big poo]. The pillow was bespatter- 
ed with blood and brains, but the features 
were composed and quiet, a half smile seeming 
to play about his Re and his hands still 
grasped the pistol. The deed was evidently 
most deliberately planned and carefully carried 
out. Heeven wrapped an undershirt around 
his hand and the pistol to deaden the sound. 
After packing up his affects in a valise he 
wrote a letter, which for stoica!l and fatalistic 
indifference has rarely been equaled, and in a 
postscript added a sort of codicil, leaving the 
contents of his valise and gold watch to Lewis. 

When the Examiner representative entered 


Dickens’s room at the lodginghouse this morn-— 


ing everything had been tidied up, the body 
having been taken to the morgue. A close 
examination of his effects threw no light on 
the dead man’s kinship to the great english 
writer except that in a photograph album 
were a number of english pictures which re- 
sembled the latter more or less strongly. A 
number of letters and paper wrappers written 
in a feminine hand postmarked ndon and 
Portsmouth, England, were friendly in tone, 
but contained no key to his connections, al- 
most all of them being headed *‘Dear Arthur,” 
and simply signed. 

Although those that knew Dickens here 
were generally patrons of o: connected with 
saloons that gave him the reputation of being 
very close mouthed and endowed with the 
British trait of strictly minding his own busi- 
ness, the Examiner reporver, in investigating 
the matter, met an Englishman to whom 
Dickens, on one occasion, when under the in- 
fiuence of liquor, had talked freely. 

‘He claimed to me to be the son of Alfred 
Dickens,’’ said this gentleman, ‘‘and said that 
his father died twenty-seven years ago, leay- 
ing a widow and a large family. Their uncle, 
Charles Dickens, helped them somewhat, but 
Arthur, a few years after, finding the struggle 
for existence very wearisome, left for Austra- 
lia and then drifted to America. He probably 
had in his blood the germs of unhappy inabilit 
to get along in the world, which in his grand- 
father had landed the latter in the Marshalsea 
debtors’ prison, and he went from place to 
place, working here and there, first on a news- 
paper and then in a barroom, and making but 
little headway. He came to Los Angeles with 
some money, and sank some of it in a newspa- 

er venture, so that when he died he had but 
iféleft. I understand that he was married, 
but I could never learn where he had left his 
family.’’ 

A. card found in Dickens’s room showed him 
to have been connected with the Sioux City 
Herald. | 

The letter left by Dickens read as follows: 

“Standing ou what the average reporter would 
describe as the threshold of teath, I cannot hels 
smiling at the utter hypocrisy aid humbug of thit 
sublunary sphere, I am perfectly conscious that a- 
least a portion of what people term respectable cit- 
izens will decide that I was crazy when I termina, 
ted my existence. Au contraire, Iam decidely sane- 
Remarkably weary and finding my financial rela- 
tions strained, I take theeasiest solution of the prob- 
lem, Having lived over fifty years asa Bohemian, 
I had ample leisure for psychology, and my conclu- 
sions have made me slight y discontented. I find 
my fellow-creatures to be thieves and prostitutes; 
arrd no matter how social humbuggery aitempis to 
cover them, they remain the same, I donot know 
whether I am better or worse than my companions, 
but, at any rate, I am willing to leave the decision 


to fate, Will not apply for a change of venue, 
“ARTHUR W. DICKENS.”’ 


“P. R—~I leave to Ernest Lewis, late bartender at — 


P, Saloon, all my possessions, including the 
right of holding a certain watch to. be for- 
warded to me from Colorado by one C. G. 
Smith. ARTHUR W. DICKENS,”’ 


The deceased was a handsome man, we ll pre 
served and full bearded, ac ringe tg about 45 
vears of age, but showed clearly the dissolute 
life he had been leading lately. His remains 
are now at the morgue, and unless his former 
companions make upa purse he will fill a 
nameless grave in the potter’s field.

Some Reminiscences of the 
Knife Inventor. 


His Encounter With Sheriff Wright — A 
Duel in a Dark Koom—Adventures 
in Texas. 


From the San Francis Call. 

Half a century ago one of the most promi- 
pent and best known characters in the south- 
west was Colonel Jim Bowie, the inventor of 
the terrible blade which bears his name. He 
was identified with the bloody annals of the 
Lone-Star State and the Red-river country at a 
time bef e¢ the refining influences which sur- 
rounded vider and well established communi- 
ties had overcome the wild lawlessness that 
there reigned almost supreme, and his name is 
linked with those of David Crockett, Govern- 
or Sam Houston, and others who assisted 
Texas in the days when she was struggling to 
be freed from Mexican masters on the one side 
and a horde of lawless desperadoes and crim- 
finals from all parts of the world on the other. 
Few are the numbers of those now living who 
had any participation in those exciting events, 
and their ranks, like those of our pioneers, are 
daily thinning out. 

James E. Parker, a white-haired old resident 
of this city and a pioneer of 1851, is one of the 
number who, as he expressed it, has not 
“crossed over the range,” and it was during 
the course of a conversation with him last 
week that a Call reporter gained the following 
interesting facts regarding Colonel Bowie. 
Mr. Parker is seventy-nine years of age, and 
he has hada peculiarly adventurous career, 
yet his frame is still vigorous and his health 


excellent. 

“T was born,’ said Mr. Parker, when pressed 
to speak of Bowie, ‘tin New Orleans, and from 
the time I was a youth the name of James 
Bowie was as familiar to me and every one in 
the south as that of Blaine is to every one to- 
day, though of course in a different way. By 
some Bowie was looked upon as a cold blooded, 
cruel man, who would not hesitate at any 
crime. Others, and I am glad to say they were 
in the majority, knew Bowie as he really was— 
g genial, whole souled feilow, possessed of an 
ungoveruable temper, which frequently led 
him into fierce disputes and bloody encounters. 
I met bim often when I was older, and was 
numbered among hundreds of staunch friends 
which he had. 

BOWIE’S CABIN, 

“Bowie was a Kentuckian by birth, and, like 
all the sons of that state, was tall and muscu- 
lar. He had keon, flashing eye and a deter- 
mined cast of features, which betokened his 
disposition. When he first came to Louisiana 
he located himself in a cabin near the Texas 
border line and indulged in hunting and fish- 
ing. His many deeds of daring and reckless- 
ness soon made his name famous in the vicini- 
ty of hishome. As you know, Texas then 
belonged to Mexico, and I can tell you it was 
@ paradise tolivein. It was overrun with des- 

radoes and adventurers of all kinds, and 
these wild fellows, who were more to be feared 
than the Idians, infested the borders. It was 
considered quite the right thing to every year 
organize expeditions of a filibustering nature 
and invade the territory. Bowie was attracted 
by the promise of adventure which those ex- 
peditions afforded, and accompanied one led by 
a Tennessee man named James Long. It met 
with dire disaster. The party was ambushed 
by the Mexicans, and Long and the greater 
part of his men were killed by the ‘Greasers,’ 
as we called the Mexicans. Bowie managed to 
escape, and after many weary days and nights 
of ange reached home. He was sickened 
ot Texas fillibustering expeditions for some 
time after this.’’ 

‘Hie then engaged in a rather reprehensible 
business together with his brothers. The Bow- 
ics entered into an agreement with Lafitte, the 
Gulf pirate, whereby they smuggled slaves 
into the country. The buccaneer had sheltered 
places along the Gulf shore in the vicinity of 
Galveston. These were only known to him- 
self and his followers. He landed parties of 
negroes freshly torn from their African homes 
at these points, where they were sold to Bowie 
and others engaged in the business at the rate 
of $1a pound. The Bowies took their human 
chatties into the United States. They then 
went directly to the federal authorities and 
placed an information against themselves, as it 
were, it being against the law to bring siaves 
into the state. Of course the slaves were seized, 
and the Lowies were paid half of their value 
for iniorming. 

THE KNIFE INVENTED. 

“A marshal’s sale was then held, and the 
Bowies teok good care to be on hand and pur- 
chase the slaves at a low price. They in this 
way became thé legal owners of the negroes, 
who were sold at greatly advanced tigures. In 
In this kind of work Bowie accumulated a for- 
tune of $70,000 or $80,000. It was alse at this 
time that he devised the Bowie knife. Inthe 
course of the trip to Galveston lhe conceived 
the idea of a huge knife which could be used 
for utility purposes in camp and asa weapon. 
He communicated his plan to a blacksmith, 
who made him a knife. I saw the orivinal 
weapon, and I must agree with Davy Crock- 
ett’s expression when he first saw Bowie’s 
weapon, that the bare sight of it was enough 
to giveatimid man the colic. It was alone 
piece of metal fixed in a horn handle. The 
blade was ground down to a sharp edge on one 
side and had a heavy back. It could be used 
like a hachet for chopping wood. Bowie did not 
carry his weapon with him all the time, nor 
did it gain any special reputation in his hands 
until after an encounter which he had in 1826 
with Norris Wright, sheriff of Rapides 
Parish. 

‘*Bowie took an active part in the bitter 
Jackson campaign of the vear mentioned. He 
was then living at Alexandria, on the Red riv. 
er. Aftera very heated dispute with Sheriff 
Wright one day the latter drew a pistol and 
shot Bowie, who was unarmed, in the leg. As 
soon as he was around again Bowie had ascab- 
bard made for his knife, and attached it to his 


It. 

***T’ll wear that as long as I live,’ he said to 
@ friend, ‘and no —— man will ever get the 
drop on me again.’ And wear it he did up to 
the day of his death.

DEATH OF WRIGHT. 

“Wells insisted that Maddox and his second, 
Colone! Crane, should come into the woods 
with him, where they could meet some other 
friends and enjoy refreshments. Crane eb- 
jected, saying he would surely meet some per- 
sons whom he did not like, and tha} shooting 
would only take place. So Wells then con- 
sAnted to go with Maddox and meet a party of 
his friends. On the road three rated 2 eame 
up. They were James Bowie, General Curry, 
and another man. Crane and Curry were old- 
time enemies, and no sooner did they see one 
another than their pistols were whipped ont 
and fired almost simu!taneously. Crane first 
fired at Bowie, wounding him, and then killed 
Curry. This was the preliminary to a regular 
battle, for the friends of Maddox, having heard 
the firing, cameup. Sheriff Wright was with 
them, and, seeing Bowie lying on the ground 
gers dead, he approached andbent over 
him. As quick as a tiash Bowie drew his long 
knife, and, with a rapid movement, drove ;

Nagle was lying on the floor in his death ago- 
nies. 

AT THE ALAMO. 

“Soon after this Bowie went to Texas for 
good. He took sides with the revolutionists, 
and he in became famous because of his 
“prowess. He married a daughter of 
one of the ex-governors and was appointed 
colonel of a Texas regiment. Many were his 
fights with the Indians aud Mexicans. In one 
encounter Bowie and nine followers defended 
themselves successfully agaiust 150 Indians, 
If there was one man Bowie hated more than 
another it was Santa Anna, the Mexican gen- 
eral, Matters came to a desperate pass with 
the Texans, the Mexican soldiers being over- 
whelmingly in the majority. The men of, the 
Lone Star State were at last cornered at Ala- 
mo. Santa Anna and his men had encom- 
passed thetown and fort, On February 22, 18:6, 
the Texans bid defiance to the foe by display- 
iug from the battlements the flag of Texas, 
with its blazing white star. The Mexicans 
took possession of the town, and made great 
rip pene to carry the fortress. Bowie, who 
y his words of encouragement and energy 
had infused new life into the hearts of the be- 
sieged men, was taken sick on the 26th-with a 
fever brought on by and overwork. While the 
Mexicans were cannonading the fort he crawled 
from his bed just to let his comrades see him. 
His very presence seemed to be an inspiration. 

“But the days of the beseiged ones were 
numbered. On March 6th the Mexicans 
stormed the fort. Several times the on 

1e@ 
stagming force was too large, and a hand-to- 
hand encounter ensued. The ttory of what 
followed is a matter of history. But what was 
Bowie doing? Why, as thefight raged he lay 
in bed and discharged his pistols and guns, and 
each shot was a fatal one to some one. When 
his amunition gave out he grasped his favorite 
knife and awaited a closer encounter. The 
Mexicans were, however, afraid of him, and 
would not approach. Finally the cowardly 
soldiers fired a fusilade through the door at 
Bowie. Herolled over wounded in half a 
dozen places. The Mexicans then approached, 
but one of them came too near the bed. Bowie 
reached out, grabbed him, and as the fellow 

ave ashriek of terror, stabbed him in the 
,eart. The two bodies fell over on the bed to- 
gether drenched in warm blood. Bowie’s body 
was fearfully mutilated by the Mexicans. 
Such was the end of James Bowie. He died 
as he had often said it was his dosire to do— 
with his Bowie knife in his hand and a dead 
enemy besid him.’’

The Grand Jury at Work on the Fire at 
Wwooten’s Barroom, 

The fire in Wocten’s b. irroom, 52 Decatur 
Street, about balf-past nine o’cioe “ last Sun- 
day night, was in reaiitv a much bigger affair 
than an ordinary observer would have thought. 

There is a sensation in it. 

if certain people will swear what they say 
they will. 

It was of incendiary origin beyond all doubt, 
and the question is simply. who did it? 

The matter was curried before the grand 
jury, and there it is. 

it is custo? nary in such cases to leave a 
policeman on duty at the scene of the fire, and 
itis his duty to suffer nobody to go in or out 
until the matter has been properly investigat- 
ed. Foreman Jake Eme! left instructions with 
the. peliceman on that beat, but he failed to 
repeat the instructions to the patrolinan that 
relieved him at midnight. The consequence 

was that early next morning employes of Mr. 
Wooten were allowed to sweep: up and clean 
up ali that migut be evidence. 

The following reports of tne two patrolmen 
on duty therethat night explain their own 
commection with the matter, and’atthe same 
time show what the grand jury have gone to 
work on:
